To the President and Board of Trustees: 
GENTLEMEN—The Board of Lady Managers, in present- 
ing this, our T'wenty-first Annual Report of the domestic 
affairs of the Hospital for the year ending December, 
1888, would respectfully call your attention to the work 
accomplished and the steady growth and prosperity of the 
institution during the year just closed. To fully appre- 
ciate what has been done it will be necessary to peruse care- 
fully the detailed report of our able Surgeon-in-Chief, 
Dr. Beverly MacMonagle, who, heartily seconded by his 
skilled staff of Visiting Surgeons, Drs. Charles B. Brigham, 
Paolo De Vecchi and C. Max Richter, supplemented by 
the untiring efforts of our very efficient Matron, Mrs. J. N. 
Logan, have produced results gratifying in the extreme, 
which furnish the best possible comment upon their ability 
and fidelity to the best interests of our institution, which 
is fully appreciated by all connected with the Board. By 
a glance at the Medical Report, you will find that the total 
number of cases treated in the Hospital during the year 
was sixteen hundred and ninety-six (1,696), of which one 
hundred and sixty-three (163) were surgical cases; of that 
number thirteen (13) were capital operations of a most 
dangerous character. So many cases successfully treated 
shows not only the wonderful advance in the science of 


—<— 
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surgery, but that this Hospital in its special work has a 
standing second to none on the Coast; and although we 
are gratified by the splendid results attained, we are pained 
to record three deaths during the year, which is a small 
record of mortality in proportion to the whole number of 
cases treated. 

Our Free Ward, which has a capacity of eight (8) beds, 
has been well filled a great portion of the time: and 
although we have an addition of one (1) endowed bed, 
making our number three (3), we have been obliged to 
decline receiving many worthy women for lack of means 
to warrant the support of a larger number of free patients, 
who, although deserving, have in most cases neither friends 
nor money. To this class particularly we are indeed a bene- 
faction which should not appeal in vain for means to extend 
the noble work. 

You will observe in addition to this, that we have a 
large out-department, which gives relief also to a great 
number of worthy women, who are able to labor but cannot 
leave their work or families to remain in the Hospital for 
treatment. This class may come twice each week, and, 
like the Free Ward, receive the same treatment, medical 
skill and advice as paying patients, free of charge. Eleven 
hundred and fifty-eight (1,158) treatments have been given 
to this class of patients the past year. ‘The average num- 
ber treated monthly was forty-five (45). The average cost 
of maintaining the Free Ward is about two hundred and 
seventy-five (275) dollars per month.

In this connection we would refer you to the very explicit 
reports of Secretaries and Treasurer, which will explain how 
so large an amount of money has been disbursed. ‘The 
average monthly expenses of the Hospital have been one 
thousand four hundred and seventeen dollars and thirty-two 
cents ($1,417.32), of which there were paid in salaries to 
House Surgeon, Matron, nurses, servants and other help, 
four thousand one hundred and thirty dollars and fifty cents 
($4,130.50). The repairs upon buildings and grounds 
have cost eight hundred and seventy dollars and seventy- 
three cents ($870.73). Furniture and furnishings amount 
to the sum of one thousand one hundred and ninety dol- 
lars and forty-one cents ($1,190.41). The fitting up of a 
room with an electro-medical battery (the finest of the 
kind on the Coast) alone cost us five hundred dollars ($500), 
from which, let me add in this connection, we already 
have reasons for expecting great results in the treatment 
of special diseases. The details of our receipts and 
expenditures are audited monthly by a Committee of the 
Board of Lady Managers, and have been examined and 
approved by a Committee from your Board. 

In accordance with a thought expressed in our last 
report, that we might in the near future need more toom 
for our work, we decided early in the year to secure the 
lot adjoining our building (on the east) for that purpose, 
which was done with the sanction of the President of the 
Board of Trustees. At a reasonable price the bargain 
was closed and the lot paid for. Since that time strenuous 
efforts have been made to increase our bank account to 
that end, and with encouraging results. We were at that 
time indebted to our endowment fund of eight thousand 
dollars ($8,000) in the sum of two thousand seven hun- 
dred and fourteen dollars and thirty-nine cents ($2,714.39). 
Soon after we received the generous voluntary gift of three 
thousand dollars ($3,000) from Mrs. C. P. Huntington, of 
New York, with full permission to use it in any way that 











the Board should desire to aid in the work for the improve- 
ment of the Hospital, the sum eventually to be added to 
our endowment fund for the support of a free bed. In 
addition to this, cash donations and annual subscriptions 
have been received from generous friends (by solicitation) 
to the amount of two. thousand seven hundred and thirty 
dollars ($2,730) and added to the fund from time to time. 
Later the Board was made happy by the princely gift of 
five thousand dollars ($5,000) from Mrs. Charles Crocker, 
First Vice-President of the Board, which being spontane- 
ous was doubly appreciated by the Board, the sum to be 
applied to the building fund, which with others above 
mentioned makes ten thousand seven hundred and forty- 
one dollars and fifty cents ($10,741.50), including with 
this a summarized report of receipts from ‘Treasurer of 
Board of Trustees, makes the total amount of fourteen 
thousand six hundred and ninety-six dollars and fifty-five 
cents ($14,696.55) cash in hand and in bank year ending 
1888. With this flattering outlook at the beginning of the 
year, we feel that, when we must have increased the facili- 
ties, we may enlarge the work ; for a well-filled treasury is 
the source of all usefulness, and observation and experience 
have taught us in the past that, however diligently and faith- 
fully we may tread these paths of self-imposed duties, plan 
and work as we may, we are in a measure powerless for 
the accomplishment of great results without sympathy and 
material aid from our friends, the public, who have always 
been most generous and kind, but from whom we would 
stad/ humbly bespeak for this charity a growing appre- 
ciation of its work and our great responsibilities. We desire 
now with pleasure to mention specially our graduates from 
the training-class of nurses, two (2) of whom have finished 
their course of study in the past year, they having been 
under the constant supervision and rigid discipline of Mrs. 
Logan; and the doctors, like their predecessors, passed 
examinations with credit to themselves and to this institu- 
tion, which we hope will always be proud to claim them 
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as her own. We wish to acknowledge favors conferred 
upon us by the “ Hospital Aid Society,’’? comprising the 
young people of one Bible class of First Congregational 
Church, who have ever stood ready with helping bands 
to minister to the sick and needy; to them and other 
kind Christian friends who have assisted in conducting 
divine service Sabbath afternoons during the year; for fra- 
erant gifts from young ladies of the Fruit and Flower 
Mission ; for useful articles to make the house look home- 
like and comfortable, although fewer in number this year, 
have been fully appreciated by our patrons and the Board ; 
for these and all other contributions of books, papers, pro- 
visions, discount on bills of whatsoever nature and kind, 
we can only give our warmest thanks. 

In drawing this Report to a close, we would make men- 
sion briefly of the irreparable loss this Board sustained 
early in the year by the death of our beloved friend and 
co-worker, Mrs. H. B. Colby, who had been closely iden- 
tified with the Board of Lady Managers as ‘Treasurer and 
Purchaser for many years, and had endeared herself to all 
hearts by her lovely character and self-sacrificing devotion 
to this Hospital and its interests, which has made her loss 
most keenly felt. It may be truthfully said that she laid 
down her life in the cause of humanity, and has entered 
into her reward. 

In closing this Report, the Lady Managers desire to 
express sincere gratitude and thanks for the unremitting 
attention and efficient manner in which the Surgeon-in- 
Chief, and Assistant Surgeon, Dr. Samuel G. Boyd, the 
Medical Staff, Consulting Physicians, Matron and her 
numerous household, have each and all faithfully per- 
formed under all circumstances their most arduous duties. 

Trusting that the experience and prosperity of the past 
year may bea prophecy for the future, we herewith respect- 
fully submit this report.

In order that the objects for which the California 
Woman’s Hospital was established, and the nature of the 
work done, and the charz/y dispensed by it, may be azs- 
tinctly understuod, the Managers deem it advisable that 
they should be clearly and explicitly stated. 

There are now eight free beds for the reception of 
patients, who contribute nothing toward their support, 
and who receive board, nursing, medicines and medical 
attendance /ree of charge. 

Each free patient represents a cost to the Hospital of 
¢20 a month—¢16o0 in all; but in cases where serious 
operations are performed this cost is greatly increased, 
and the cost of the “ree Ward may safely be stated at an 
average permanent charge of $275 per month. 

There are, in addition, three endowed beds, making a 
total of eleven free patients, who receive the benefits of the 
Hospital without any charge. Eight beds are set apart for 
patients at the moderate sum of $7.50 per week ; and there 
are other beds at $10 per week, or more, according to the 
accommodations and attendance required. It must be 
distinctly understood that the relief thus afforded to pay 
patients is as much a charity, only differing in degree, as 
that afforded to free patients. 

A patient may be able to pay a moderate charge for 
board, and prefer to do so, and yet be unable to pay for 
private medical attendance at home, the cost of nurses and 
all the medical appliances her case requires. 

This Hospital accommodates that class of patients. 
Since its recent enlargement it is also prepared to receive 
a limited number of przvate patzents, who may prefer to 








avail themselves of the advantages afforded by skillful 
nurses and constant medical supervision, rather than 
remain at home, or endeavor to secure these at any pub- 
lic hotel. 


A ‘clinic’? is held two days in the week, at which 
advice and treatment is given by the Medical Staff’ to 
outside patients, free of charge. 

Young women desiring to become professional nurses 
are received, upon proper application, and after two years’ 
training and experience are granted diplomas as surgical 
nurses. 

The following statement of the number of patients 
treated in the Hospital for the past nine years is respect- 
fully submitted: 
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The recent enlargement of the Hospital adds greatly to 
its efficiency; and it is hoped a knowledge of the advan- 
tages it offers to suffering women may be extended all over 
the Pacific Coast. 


All interested are cordially invited to visit and examine 
for themselves, and the trustees desire it to be widely 
known and understood, that it is an institution whose 
domestic affairs are managed by kind, generous, noble 
women for relieving the peculiar diseases of their sex.

NOTICE TO PATIENTS. 


The Lady Managers of the California Woman’s Hos- 
pital, having learned that, owing to the existence of the 
word ‘‘State’’ in the name of this charity, much misap- 
prehension exists as to its character, its means of sub- 
sistence, and the nature of the relief it affords, think it 
advisable to make the following statement, for the informa- 
tion of the public and patients applying for admission. 

They wish it to be understood that the Hospital is a pure 
“(Charity ;’? that it receives no State aid, and is entirely 
dependent on public contribution for its support. It is, 


) 


therefore, not a “ State’’ institution in any sense, and the 
original incorporators made a great but unintentional mis- 
take in not designating it ‘‘’The Woman’s Hospital of the 
State of California,’? which is its proper designation. To 
remedy this misnomer, the trustees wish it to be named 
‘The California Woman’s Hospital,’ 
the word ‘‘State’’ in their strictly official records, and by

and will only retain 


this designation it will be known in future. 

The medical officers—with one exception—have always 
civen, and now give, their services gratuitously, and derive 
no income whatever from the institution, the entire man- 
agement of which is in the hands of a Board of ‘Trustees 
and Lady Managers. 

The exception referred to is that of the House Surgeon, 
who, in addition to his medical duties, is required to keep 
the books, take the cases, and compound the medicines ; 
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and for these extra duties he receives a salary of $50 a 
month. 

The Hospital professes to give relief to two classes of 
patients only— 

ist. To those who are unable to pay anything, and who 
receive medical attendance, medicine, nursing and board, 
Sree of charge. 

2d. To those who, while unable to pay for medical 
attendance at home, are able to pay for their board in 
Hospital, and in return receive medical attendance and 
nursing zzthout payment. In this way a most deserving 
class of sufferers are relieved, whose feelings of independ- 
ence would not allow them to avail themselves of the free 
beds. 

These are the only two classes of patients for whose 
relief the Hospital was founded, and for whose benefit it 
is carried on; but the Lady Managers deeply regret to 
learn that, from time to time, applicants have not hesi- 
tated to avail themselves of the relief this charity affords 
who are able to pay for the services of a medical man out- 
side its walls; and they feel that knowingly to sanction this 
practice would be an injury to the profession at large and 
a prostitution of the objects of a public charity. 

In future, patients desirous of admission into the Hos- 
pital, who are able to pay for medical services, must enter 
as private patients only, and can select as their special 
medical attendant, the Surgeon-in-Chief or any member 
of the Medical Staff. Should it be at any time found that, 
in disregard of these regulations, any patient by misrepre- 
sentation of her circumstances has obtained gratuitous 
medical relief, instant dismissal will be enforced. 

The Lady Managers wish further to add, that while the 
usual day and night nursing is furnished to boarders, they 
must provide themselves with a private nurse, in case a 
capital operation is performed, or when the illness is so 
serious as to demand extra nursing.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


OF THE 


Gatiro Mnia ©QWo man’s Hodpitat. 


I. ‘This Hospital admits three classes of patients, viz.: 

ist. ‘Those that are destitute and unable to pay any- 
thing. 

2d. ‘Those whose means are too limited to enable them 
to pay for medical attendance at home. 

3d. Patients desiring to place themselves under the 
exclusive care of some of the Hospital Staff can be received 
into the house as PRIVATE PATIENTS, and treated as such. 

N. B.—AIll patients desiring surgical operations will 
be subject to a charge of two dollars and fifty cents ($2.50), 
to cover the expenses of ether, silver wire, etc. 

Il. ‘Terms of Board: From seven dollars and fifty cents 
($7.50) to ten ($10) dollars per week and upwards, accord- 
ing to accommodation. 

III. Board must be paid in advance for the first month ; 
afterwards fortnightly, in advance. Any patient whose 
board shall be in arrears over one week will be required 
to leave. 

Patients remaining for short periods only shall pay 
not less than two ($2) dollars a day. 

IV. Patients occupying free wards will not be per- 
mitted to intrude upon the pay patients; neither shall 
pay patients be allowed in the free wards. 

V. Articles requested by the patient, not usually pro- 
vided, will be charged as extras. 

VI. No spirituous liquors, or provisions of any kind, 
shall be brought into the Hospital and given to patients, 
except through the Matron. 
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VII. Extra nursing, if required, shall be provided by 


boarders. 

VIII. Patients well enough to take their meals at table 
are required to do so. 

IX. Patients in the free wards, who are able, shall 
assist in nursing, and render sucht! services as the Matron 
may direct. 

X. Lights must be extinguished at 9 Pp. M. 

XI. Anything injured or destroyed by patients must be 
restored or paid for by them. 

XII. Visitors are admitted on Tuesdays, Fridays and 
Sundays, from 2 to 5p. M. Male visitors can remain but 
twenty minutes in the wards, and no one can be admitted 
in the evening. 

Patients will receive male visitors in the reception 
rooin, when well enough to do so. 


XIII. No patient shall leave the Hospital unless by 
permission of the Physician or Matron, and no one shall 
be out after nightfall. 

XIV. Any cause of complaint shall be made directly 
to the Matron; and in case of her inability to remove the 
difficulty, she shall report to the President, Lady Managers. 

XV. Boarders will be charged a moderate price for 
medicines. 


FREE BEDS. 


A donation of five thousand dollars entitles the donor 
to nominate patients to a free bed in perpetuity. 

A donation of three thousand dollars entitles the donor 
to a like privilege during the life of the donor and the life 
of a successor, or for two lives.

ARTICLE I. 


This Society shall be known as the CALIFORNIA STATE WOMAN’S 
HOSPITAL, 


ARTICLE? X1. 


The object of this Society shall be to establish in the city and county 
of San Francisco a Hospital for the treatment of diseases peculiar to 
women, 

AT th te Tek. 


Any person who shall subscribe twelve dollars ($12) per annum to the 
funds of the Hospital may be balloted for at any meeting of the Trustees, 
and, if he or she receives two-thirds of the vote cast, shall be a member 
for the ensuing year and entitled to vote for Trustees at the annual elec- 
tion. Any person contributing $1co to the funds of the Hospital shall 
become a life member, and entitled to all the privileges of members. 
Ladies acting as managers may be elected as members without contribu- 
ting. Honorary members may be elected by the Board of Trustees for 
eminent services rendered in the Board or to the Hospital. 


ARTICLE: LV. 


The officers of the Society shall consist of a Board of eleven Trustees, 
of whom five (5) shall constitute a quorum. ‘Those named in the deed 
of incorporation shall hold until their successors are elected. 









ARTICLE V. 


The Board of Trustees shall appoint their own officers, enact their By- 
Laws, and fill all vacancies occurring in their body between the annual 









meetings. 





ARTICLE VI, 
The annual meeting of members for the election of Trustees shall be 
held in the city of San Francisco, on the last Monday in January. The 
place of meeting, and the hour, shall be advertised at least five (5) days 
before the election. None but members shall be eligible as 77vustees. 








































ARTICLE VII. 





The Trustees shall have power to hold stated meetings, and to adopt 
measures to conduct the affairs of the Institution. They may also hold 
special meetings on the call, by notice in writing, of the Secretary, on 
request of any two of the Trustees, the object of the meeting being 
specified in the notice; and they shall exercise a general superintendence 
over the affairs of said Institution. They shall also have power, indi- 
vidually or collectively, to visit the Hospital at any time and inspect all 


its appurtenances. 
ARTICLE VIII.

The domestic affairs of the Hospital shall be entrusted to a Board of 

Lady Managers, to be appointed by the Board of Trustees, to consist of 

nine (9) ladies, who shall have power to increase their number to tweuty- 

four (24). 


ARTICLE IX. 


The Medical Board shall consist of the Surgeon-in-Chief of the Hos- 
o> 

pital, Assistant Surgeons, House Physican and Board of seven (7) Con- 

sulting Physicians and Surgeons. 


ARTICLE X. 


The Surgeon-in-Chief shall be appointed by the Board of Trustees, and ) 
shall have power to appoint the Assistant Surgeons, House Physician, 
and Board of Consulting Physicians and Surgeons, annually, subject to 
approval of the Board of Trustees. 


ARTICLE XI. 


The Surgeon-in-Chief shall be required to make an annual report to 
the Board of Trustees, of the medical and surgical requirements of the 
Institution, and special reports, whenever required by the Trustees.

No patient shall be admitted into the Hospital who is not afflicted with 
some disease peculiar to women. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


This Constitution may be altered or amended by the vote of two-thirds 
of the members present at any annual meeting, or at any special meeting 
called for that purpose pursuant to Article VI. 


ARTICLE XIV. 


. At any annual meeting, or general meeting, to be held pursuant to By- 
Laws, any absent member may, by his written proxy, authorize any 
member present to cast his vote on any question before the Board ; and 
at any special meeting of the Board, to be called under Article VI, when 
the object of the meeting is specified in the notice, any absent member 
may, by writing signed by him, state his vote on the question, which 
shall be entered by the Secretary with the same effect as if such member 
were personally present and so voting; provided that in all such cases 
there shall be at least three (3) members of the Board present, and not 
less than (5) votes cast, including such written votes. 


BY-LAWS. ‘ 


SECTION I. 


The Board of Trustees shall elect from their own number a President, 
a Vice-President, and a Treasurer and Secretary. 


SECTION II. 


It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all meetings of the 
Board. In his absence the Vice-President shall take his place. 


SECTION III. 


It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to keep safely all moneys belong- 
ing to the Hospital, and to pay drafts, to be signed by the President or 
Vice-President, and countersigned by the Secretary, which shall be made 
for payment of bills certified by the Board of Lady Managers to the 
Trustees, 

SECTION IV. 


The By-Laws may be altered at any regular meeting, notice having 


been given at a previous meeting of the change contemplated. 








BY-LAWS FOR LADY MANAGERS

ARTICLE I. 





The domestic affairs of the Hospital shall be administered by a Board 
of Lady Managers, consisting of seventeen ladies elected by the Board 





of Trustees at their annual meeting. 
At their stated monthly meeting next after their election, they shall 
elect from their number by ballot: a President; a first Vice-President; a 







second Vice-President ; a Secretary and a Treasurer. A majority of the 





votes of the Lady Managers shall be necessary to make an election. 
In case the Board shall fail to elect any officer or officers on the day 
above specified for the purpose, or in case of death or resignation, such 







election may be made at any stated or special meeting thereafter. 











ARTICLE -II. 


The Board of Lady Managers shall meet monthly on the first Wednes- 
day of each month, for receiving and examining bills and accounts and 























making arrangements for paying the same. 

They shall take charge of all moneys received for board of pay patients, 
shall be empowered to receive donations and subscriptions, and shall pay 
all the current expenses of the Hospital, drawing from the Treasurer of 
the Board of Trustees by an order duly signed by the President, whatever 
money may be required, and paying over to him any surplus they may 
have after each month’s expenses have been paid. 

They shall make arrangements for the reception of patients, and trans- 
act all the business connected with the housekeeping of the Hospital. . 


Five of their number shall constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE III. 


If any member of the Board shall be absent for three consecutive meet- 
ings, without sending to the President or Secretary a sufficient excuse, 
her place may be declared vacant by a vote of the Board, the Secretary 
notifying the absent member of the fact. 

The Board of Lady Managers shall have power to fill any vacancies 
that occur in their number during the year. 
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ARTICLE IV. 


A fine of one dollar shall be imposed upon any Lady Manager failing 
to attend the stated meetings of the Board, absence from the State, or 
sickness, being the only excuses for non-attendance. 


ARTICLE V. 


The President shall have power to call special meetings of the Board 
whenever she shall deem the same advisable, and shall preside at all 
meetings, or in her absence one of the Vice-Presidents. Should these 
officers be absent, a temporary President may be chosen from among the 
ladies present. 


ARTICLE VI. 


The Secretary shall notify the members of the Board of all regular and 
special meetings ; inform all officers of their election: keep minutes of 
business meetings; file all business letters: take charge of bills after 


payment; and prepare the annual report of the Board of Lady Managers. 


ARTICLE (ViE 


The Treasurer shall at every meeting report the state of the Treasury ; 
shall receipt for all money paid in for current expenses, and shall dis- 
burse the same as authorized by the Board of Lady Managers, paying 
over any surplus of receipts monthly to the Treasurer of the Board of 
Trustees. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The Board shall elect one of their own number to act as purchaser, to 
hold office for three s1onths, who shall purchase all necessary supplies as 
required, and present the bills for the same at the next business ineeting. 
They shall also appoint an auditing committee of two, who shall examine 
all accounts before they are presented to the Board, and certify to their 
correctness. They shall also examine the books of the Secretary and 
Matron, and exercise a general supervision over the receipts and expendi- 
tures. 


ARTICLE IX. 


A visiting committee of two shall be appointed alphabetically, at each 
nionthly meeting, to visit the Hospital once each week, or supply a sub- 
stitute from the Board. It shall be their duty to inspect the various 
Wards, to see that patients are properly cared for, to examine every 
department of the Hospital, and report at each monthly meeting of the 
Board. 














































ARTICLE X. 





The Board of Lady Managers snall appoint a Matron, who shall hold 
office during pleasure. She shall have charge of the Hospital, under 
direction of the Lady Managers, and shall see that all instructions from 
the Physicians in regard to treatment of patients are carried out; shall 
confer with and report to Lady Managers through their various officers 
and committees. 

She shall, however, engage and discharge all nurses, servants and assist- 
ants under her supervision. 

She shall have power to receive moneys from paying patients, keeping 
an exact account thereof, and handing over the same to the Board of Lady 


Managers at each monthly meeting. 


ARTICLE XI. 


Any person wishing to be admitted into the Hospital shall first be 
recommended by the Surgeon-in-Chief, or one of the physicians in regu-

lar attendance. 
She shall also obtain an order from the President, or one of the Board 
of Lady Managers, upon presenting which the Matron shall admit her. 


ARTICLE XII. 


Honorary members may be elected by the Board of Lady Managers for 
eminent services rendered in the Board or to the Hospital. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


These By-Laws may be amended at any regular monthly meeting, 
notice of the amendment haying been given in writing at the previous 
meeting, and the amendnient to be voted on having been stated in the 


notice calling the meeting.
